Tits abundant material obtained by Sir Joseph C. Verco, and generously donated 
to the South Australian Mirseum, contaius so many new speeies, mud has pro- 
vided so much unrecorded data, that a revision of this nature seems inevitable. 

The exact type locality is given herein for many species, where thei author 
failed to quote it. 

Ti. is interesting to note that of the one hundred and thirty species men- 
tioned in this paper, seventy-seven are confined to the region east of St. lraneis 
Island, and sixteen to the region west. Thirty-seven are conmion to both regions.
